The committee consists of Ald. 

Blatchford, Richards and Adair, and 
the committee will algo consider the 
matter of approaching the C.N.R. for 
the construction of subways. 
This eubject waa again brought to 
the front %y Ald. Blatchford, who 
said that the city ahould not delay 
action any longer tn urging the matter 
upon the railways so that the work 
would be available. If the city could 
find $20,00@ for enlargement of golf 
links, it could find ite share of the 
money for this work. 

The council will meet on Thursday 
night next to consider the report of 
the committee, as the matter is deem- 
ed to be urgent. ' 

On the motion of Ald. Richards, 
was 
agreed by council to adopt a resoiu- 
tion forwarded by the Welfare Board, 
that unemployment relief be not ex- 
tended to eble-bodied men without 
dependente during the winter months

Ald, Weaver moved that a letter be

of overcharge and the apeaker quoted 
instances where emceasive charge hid 
been mple. and that no redress could 
be secured. 

Mr. McNeil said that there were 
two classes they wished to extermin- 
ate.

Edmonton Coal for Toronto? 

The operators of coal mines in 
the Edmonton district lost no time 
about informing Toronto that. it 
does not have to go to Wales for 
next winter’s coal, Saturday's 
Morning Bulletin carried a des- 
patch from the eastern city an- 
nouneing that the Board of Oon- 
trol had voted $100,000 with which 
to buy Welsh coal to meet an ex- 
pected shortage in the fuel supply. 
The same day the Edmonton opera- 
tors wired the Mayor of Toronto | 
that they are prepared to ship 50 
or more cars per day, commencing 
as soon as the order is received. 
That perhaps will strike the To- 
ronto officials ‘with surprise. 
Noarly all the coal areas of the 
continent are out of the coal min- 
ing business at The Ed- 
monton district, including the ter- 
ritory along the railway Jines to 
the West, seems to be about. the 
only Goal district on either side of 
the boundary where coal is actu- 
ally ‘being taken from the ground 
in any considerable quantities at 
present; certainly the only area 
where the amount to be taken out 
depends altogether upon the de- 
mand. , The mines in this district 
have not been put out of action by 
the strike that has tied up produc- 
tion elsewhere.

The two boards applied for by the international railway 
unions will investigate the reductions of wages of mechanics 
and of the maintenance of way men. There are 70,000 men 
said to be directly concerned in these two disputes, and all the 
chief railways pf the dominion are concerned. 

The other two boards, which have been asked for by the 
C.B.R.E., relate to the cut in wages of shopmen, clerks and 
other stationary employees of the Canadian National and 
Grand Trunk railways. A separate board has been requested 
for the dispute wifh each company.
